THE DECOY LETTER SYSTEM. 


Specialists Cannot be Convicted Upen Such 
Testimony—The Wood Case 


Judges MeCary and Treat are not disposed to 
handle the cases in the Federal Court involving 
the circulation of indecent matter throngh the 
mails. Judge McCrary this morning delivered a 
verbal opinion in the case of Dr: Wood alias 
Kaltmeyer, who was indicted for  send- 
ing circulars of an improper’ character 


through the mails in violation of section 3893 of 
United States Statutes. The evidence against the 
Doctor was procured by means of the decoy let- 
ter system ee by the Postal Inspector’s 
ot aided by the Society for the Suppres- 
8| of Vice. The question of admitting 
suc testimony is ruled adversely 
to the Government in cases of 
sending ubscene literature through the mails. No 
conviction can be had in a case where it rests 
upon testimony of that character. In cases of 
mail-robbery and counterfeiting. evidence estab- 
lished by the decoy system. however, may be used. 
On another toy the Court held that the indict- 
ment should set out the oftensive letter verba- 


tim. 
Mr. Bliss: In view of your positive rulings,

Result of Health Commissioner 
Francis’ Late Escapade,

— 


A Deliberate Attempt at Suicide With Chloro- 


form=-Sequel to the Story of Francis’ In- 
fatuation--A Scene With Pistols. 


Few people ever knew how Health Commis 
sioner Francis’ escapade came near ending ina 
tragedy. The story is known to few people, and 
the details have come out slowly, but Ida Simp- 
son,the young lady who figured in that transaction, 
made a desperate.attempt on her life, and was 
only saved by the most timely interference. Soon 
after Miss Simpson returned from Chicago with 


Mr. Francis, she went to a pboarding- 
house on North Eleventh street, 
where she had been previously staying. 


Being naturally of a sensitive disposition and 
fearing the exposure that would follow, 

SHE DELIBERATELY PLANNED A SUICIDE. 
The young lady got ink and paper and penned a 
full account of her whole life, including es- 
pecially that part which related to her con- 
nection with the Health Commissioner. 
One copy of this she mailed to Mr. Francis, 
telling him that he could put it aside, and in after 
years, when he was older, and she was dead, he 
coula read the story and know how 
much he was to blame for it. 
The other copy she marked for the press. One 
week ago last Tuesday all her preparations were 
ready. The poor girl had made up her mind 
that death owas better than disgrace, 
and had nerved herself to meet it. 
She made a pallet in front of the grate in her 
sleeping-room, fixed a pillow on it and lav down. 
The copy prepared for the newspapers was care- 
fully put away under the pillow, probably be- 
cause she knew she bad been misrepresented 
during life, and wanted tu have a fair statement 
made after she was dead. She had secured 

TWO BOTTLES OF CHLOROFORM, 

witn the use of which her previousexperience as 
a hospital nurse had made her conversant. One 
of these she secreted under the grate, with the 
purpose of using it later if the 
first dose were not sufficient. 
First Miss Simpson tooka teaspoonful of the 
anesthetic internally. Then she saturated sev- 
eral cloths with the mixture and threw the bottle 
out of the window. The girl then lay down on 
the bed she had made, wrapped the 
towels around her head and kept chang- 
ing them as long as she was conscious. 
How long she lay there, nobody knows, as she 
had been in her room all afternoon. About sup 
per time, however, the servant went up to call her 
to the meal and found she could get no answer. The 
door was forced in, and there she was 
found, her head swathed in linen. 
Dr. H. E. Thompson, a physician who has an 
office on South Thira street, luckily happened to 
be visiting in the house when the alarm was 
given. He ran to the room, accom- 
panied by a medical student named Slaughter. 
Both gentlemen commenced work at once, and a 
long and tedious siege of it they had. 

FOR THREE HOURS 
endeavoring all 
keep up artificial respiration. Twice she 
seemed to quit breathing, but at 
last she was restored to consciousness. 
It.was feared that she would make another at- 
tempt, and Dr. Thompson thought that it would 
be a wise plan to inform Mr. Francis. He 
immediately drove to the Health Commissioner’s 
house and informed bim of the whole occurrence. 
Mr. Francis immediately drove up to Miss Simp- 
son’s residence. When the girl saw bimin the 
room she ordered him out, and told him that he 
had been the cause of all her trouble. Mr. Fran- 
cis attempted to soothe her, and the result was 
that against the lady’s protestations 
be made arrangements to stay at the house Ill 
night and help the ladies to watch her. In the 
morning Mr. Francis went away, but returned 
that same evening, and the story goes 
that he has visited her every evening since. 
Dr. Thompson sent his bill to Mr. Francis, asking 
for aconsiderable sum in payment of his ser- 
vices. Mr. Francis refused to pay it, ard hinted 
that he was being blackmailed. Here the mat- 
ter rests for the present, as the Doctor, itis said, 

will make no attempt to press tye matter. 

This is the story told by parties who were in 
the house at the time. <A PostT-DISPATCH re- 
porter, after some trouble, found Miss Simpson 
to-day, at the piace where s he is now lodging on 
North Fifteenth street. 

THE LADY 
is avery handsome brunette, her complexion olive, 
her eyes very black, her teeth regular aad white, 
and with a great abundancé of wavy Diack hair. 
She was dressed in a costume that set off her 
large and well developed figure to perfection. 

Miss Simpson, when asked about the suicide, 
was much surprised that the matter had gotten 
out. She refused to taik about it, but admitted 
that the above details were all correct. 


they worked, the time to 


“I have been so badly misrepresented in 
the newspapers,” said she, “that I 
almost despair of getting justice. 


People seem to put al] the blame on me, and God 
knows, without parents and almost without a 
friend, I have enough to bear without that.” 
Miss Simpson began to cry bitterly, and for sev- 
eral minutes was unable to talk. 
When she had recovered the reporter endeav- 
ored to lead her back to the conversation. 

“What injustice do you complain of?” 

“In the first place Mr. Francis says simply that 
he went off to Chicago, and that he was a fool. He 
leaves the impression that he and I ran off on a 
spree Why did he pot come out like a man and 
tell how he almost carried me away.” 

“How was that?” 

“JT have no ill feeling against him in my heart, 
but my story has never been told, Two days be- 
fore we left town, he came to my boarding-house 
in his buggy. We was almost crazed with drink 
and he begged me to take care vf him. 
He said that all was over between him and bis 
wife, that she would not talk with him and wouid 
sue for a divorcee, and that he could now look after 
me. -L asked him what he wanted done, and he 
said that I should take care of him. ‘Let us 
take a drink,’ said he, ‘and task it all over.’’ 


“Did you agree?” 
“Yes. Inever wanted him to leave his wife; . 


never asked him, but I thonght if it is all over be- } 


tween them, it will be right for me to take my 
chance. Perhaps he might marry me and give 
me at least a name. it I had lost honor. 
If he had left his wife for good, was it not 
natural for a poor girl in my condition to cling to 
my last chance.. Then, he was so drunk that I 
was afraid to let him go away alone. 

WE WENT OUT DRIVING, 
and he drove at a furious gait. Several times we 
were nearly upset, and once be ran into 
a telegraph pole and had a narrow escape. 
Then I took tne lines,and at his direction drove 
to a place in the suburbs (Miss Simpson - 
the place), where we remained all that 
most of the next day. I did so because 


next afternoon be had sobered 
He said he would never sober up here, 


the money. that Dr. Grindon and Mr. Fitewilliam 
bound to stop him when he was leaving the City 
Hall that afternoon, but that he had drawn hits 
pistol, made them both stand aside and threat- 
ened to kill the man who would attempt to de- 
tain him. 

“What happened in Chicago?” 

“On, I dislike to talk about these things, but I 
have sufféred and I have been abused. Mr. Fran- 
cis was drunk there all the time, and he spent bis 
money and all I had, too. Every time he ordered 
a bottle of champagne he gave the boy a half a 
dollar, and his payments to boys alone 
would run up to $6 or §7 
We stopped at the Palmer House, and Ididall I 
could to keep him from drinking, but he would. 
One day I was writing a letter to St. Louis. He 
demanded to see it and I refused. 

' HE PULLED HIS REVOLVER 


and said, “1’ll give you three minutes to pus that 


letter down on the table.” 

“What did you do?’ 

“T looked at him and said, “Then I give por 
tice that in three minutes you must kill me,for y 
will never see that letter.” He saw I was in pha 
est, and would not shoot. Then I remembered 
that I, too, had a pistol in my satchel anda I got it, 
I went over and locked the door. He made a rush 
at me and I drew my revolver and said: 

‘STAND WHERE YOU ABE. 
if you advanee another step, Pll drop you like I 
woulp a dog. You have ruined me and taken, 
me from my home. 
If you attempt to laya finger on me I'll kill 
you.” 

“What followed?” 

“That cowed him and he did nothing. The pre- 
vious day he had beaten me and dragged me 
around the room. I had marks on my neck long 
after I came home as the result of his treatment. 
Ihad made up my mind not to stand itanv 
longer. Well, the next day he gave me some 
money, after he had telegraphed for it to St. 
Lonis, and on the following morning I found 
that he had stolen it all back 
and my pistol, too, and gone . out. 
When he can back, he sat in a big chair, and 
asked me to read the paper to him. He 
could not read, he was =in_ such 
a condition. I set on the edge of the 
arm chair, while I read, and succeeded if taking 
his pistol out of his pecket before he knew it. 
Then, with the revolver, I- forced him to give me 
enough money to come home.” 

He did not want to do so, but I said I would go, 
with or without him. Only for that pistol I would 
never have had the money. I was bound 
to go while I had it. When 
we got back to the Union Depot, I had two nick- 
els, and he did not have acent, We went ont to 
the same place I told you, stayed there nearly 
two days, and then I _ returned § home. 
In the account of my applying for the warrant the 
other day, it was stated that I said I knew 
he was a@ married man but expected 
him to leave his family. I never said 
any such thing, never thought it. I wentto get 
the warrant against my will _—ibe- 
cause my brother forced me to do _ so. 
What am I blamed for? I’m a poor girl, who was 
foolish enough to yield to the repeated solicita- 
tions and entreaties of a man who was my superi- 
and to whom

the Delayed Perfommance.

-The Theater Crowded With Ladies and Gentle- 
men=-Detailed Description of the Play--

New York, March 31.—The Passion Play 
was produced in Morse’s Hall, in West 
Twenty-third street, without interference by 
the police. Mr. Salmi Morse had issued 
1,200 invitations, describing it as a private 


- entertainment and a “religious representa™ 


tion of the Passion of Our Lord.” As early 
as 7p. m. people with invitations and people 
without them began to gather in front 
of the slate-colored doors of the white 
building. By 7:50 p. m. the crowd had 
increased to 500 men and women and four 
policemen. The doors flew open with a bang 
and the crowd pushed forward with a rush 
that swept many off their feet. The hall 
has seats for 1,100, about 400 of the seats be- 
jingin the balcony. In twenty minutes. all 
the seats were filled and men and women 
were standing in rows back of them. At 
8:15, orders were given to admit no one else 


. and the doors were closed on 300 men and 


women,among whom pickpockets were busy. 
About one-third of the weil dressed assembly 
were men. Lawyers. politicians and 
theatrical people were among them. Pro- 
grammes were printed with black bor- 
ders, giving the titles of the six 
acts of the play, and distributed by

A GREAT NUMBER 
of men with swords issued from a small door 
under the throne and marched across the 
stage, while most of the mob fell on their 
knees. The submission of the mob 
brought them the clemency of Pilate, who 
commanded the soldiers to sheath their 
swords, exclaiming, “‘Live the Jews.”’ ‘the 
priests then demanded that Jesus of Naza- 
reth be triedsfor treason. Pilate told them 
that the offense of Christ was only that of 
violating Jewish tradition, and told the 
priests to deal with him. To this they de- 
murred, because the Roman law would not 
ees them to put anyone to death. 

esus was therefore led down the foot- 
lights, where he stood facing the 
audience. There was some change in his 
dress, a. purple robe having been thrown 
around hiin. When asked by Pilate if he 
was Jesus of Nazareth, he partly turned his 
head toward the questioner and said: ‘‘Thou 
sayest it.” 

PILATE 

asked him if, he was King of the Jews, 
and said: “Thy robe becomes thee most roy- 
ally.”” The mob laughed derisively. When 
further interrogated as to his kingship, Jesus 
replied: “Iama King, but not one of os- 
tentation and vanity, and again, as thou say- 
est, am a king. To _ this end 
was I born.” Then Pilate askea 
his question, *‘What is truth?” and ended by 
proposing to release the prisoner, but the 
cries of “Crucify him!’’ drowned the words 
of the speaker. Pilate, therefore, ordered 
that Jesus be prepared for sentence, and he 
was led away, most of the mob followin 
him with an outcry. A large number o 
women descended from the battlement and 
gathered on the rightof the stage, where 
they laughed and whispered until the cries 
of the mob rose. When Jesus was led to the 
front Pilate again asked him if he was 
King of the Jews. There was no reply. Af- 
ter more questioning by Pilate, Jesus was led 
away to death, the mob following, and the 


curtain fell. , 

FAINT APPLAUSE 
followed. In the last act the curtain rises 
on a darkened stage. A darkened curtain of 
some very thin stuff was hung at the front. 
A picture of the Temple and of Jerusalem 
was paip on the upper part. 
hind the curtain the front of the 
stage was crowded with men and women, 
kneeling and standing. A dim outline 
of a large wooden cross could be seen at the 
back of the stage. Two ladders leaned 
against it. The women sang a plaintive 
chant. After atime a light was thrown on 
the cross while the singing continued. This 
scene was not continued long, the drop fali- 
ing as the singing ceased. There was little 
if any change of position by the actors. 
As the drop went down the audience quickly 
arose and hurried out. The comments on 
the play were more in the line of pulpit criti- 
cisms of it than otherwise.

AN ADVENTURE IN PISA. 


The American Engineer Who Proposes 
to Straighten the Leaning Tower. 


“Your shot tower here is as high as the 
famous Pisa tower,” said Gus. Frohman, of 
the Madison Square Theater management, 
who made a flying trip through Europe last 
fall. *‘Itlacks the other proportion, of course, 
and, as far I could learn ina hasty go-ae-you- 
please manner, has not the charming archi- 
tectural surroundings of the Italian struct- 
ure. But itis every bit as high, and I im- 
agine that if you could bring the tower over, 
as they did Cleopatra’s Needle, and stand it 
up beside your new Custom-'ouse, a person 
in the dome of the latter institution would 
imagine the Pisan outfit no bigger than a 
milestone half buried in the midst ofa 
muddy road. 

“No, I didn’t exactly see this leaning 
toweg. Only the outline of it through a 


damp, misty November morning. I had my- 
self booked for a ten-minutes communion 
with the structure, but we got to Pisa at 4 
o’clock in the morning, and learned to my 
great disgust that the train would stop less 
than a half hour. I began to talk English to 
a peanutty-looking guide at the depot who 
astonished me by talking first-class English. 
He told me I would have time to run up as 
faras the Piazza del Duomo, where the 
tower leans, you know, and being a good pe- 
destrian, I accepted the tender of his service 
to lead the way. The depotis on the south 
side of the Arno, more than a mile, J imag- 
ine, from the Piazza. We started ona rapid 
trot and 1 was several laps ahead of the 
Italian, spinning along the Via something 
or other, after we crossed the Porte Solferino, 
with the guide hawling misereres and miseri- 
cordias to make me shorten my pace, when 
we met an American gentlemen and his 
servant hurrying towards the train. 
I knew he was an American by 
the cordial good-morning he bade me. You 
can tellan American anywhere in Europe. 
He’s a different breed of traveler from other 
people, and peace and good will toward all 
inankind seems written unmistakably in 
his face. I said good-morning and was fly- 
ing past, when the locomotive whistle at the 
depot began blowing and the bell ringing, 
and I commenced to fear the train would 
push out without me. I stopped short, like 
‘Grandfather’s Clock,’ and the guide. having 
pointed out through the mist to g shadowy

a longing look at it, s it up as a four- 
Story hotel built over a. large-sized port- 
hole, and turned sadi¢ t#wards the Arno 
and the bridge 1 had just crossed.

He 
said yes. I asked what he thought of it. 
He answered that it wasn’t anything like 
the blow that had been made about it; that 
there were higher tenement-houses in 
New York that leaned worse, = and 
more than a dozen church steeples in 
the same eity farther out of 
plumb and capable of doing ten times as 
much damage if any one of them ever got off 
its base. ‘Why,’ said the gentleman, ‘a 
Kansas cyclone would blow the tower of 
Pisa perpendicular again in three seconds, 
and being an architect and engineer myself, 
I am willing to take the contract to 
straighten the structure for less than $1,000.’ 
We got back tothe train all right, and all 
the way along the road to Florence my 
friend, whose name I bave since seen in print 
in connection with a scheme for straightening 
the tower of Pisa, kept. pouring his plans 
into my ear, and when I went to sleep I 
dreanit that two men were working at the 
base of the tower with a cross-cut saw and 
that they had a lot of Ohio cheese to prop up 
one side of the institution after they had 
finished their sawing and pushed it over into 
a perpendicular position.

A BIG BEEF RANCH. 


Interesting Meat Statistics of Hu- 
ropean Countries. 


_ — 


No Over=Production in the Business Reported 
Anywhere. 


Chatles J. Cragin, just returned from a 
visit to the immense cattle ranch of the 
Cragin Cattle Company, was met by a Phila- 
delphia News reporter and questioned in re- 
gard to the trip he has just made, the plans 


of the company,-of which he is president and 
largest stockholder, and the general outlook 
of the cattle industry. He has made this 
subject a careful study and is thoroughiy 
posted. He says the company has, after 
carefully examining ranches ever since last 
June, secured a tract of land eighteen miles 
square containing 324 square miles or upward 
of 2C7,000 acres of the best grazing land in 
the Southwest, all of which wiil, before Sep- 
tember, be-énclosed by a four-foot barbed 
wire fence seventy-two miles long, and has 
now upon the range 6,500 head of cattle of 
various ages asa nucleus foraheard. The 
company proposes to eventually own 30,000 
head. The reporter expressed some curilosi- 
ty as tu what idea could be conveyed to the 
Eastern mind for such a pasture as this. 

“Well,” said Mr. Cragin, “ifa man was 
going to start after breakfast to ride around 
the fence of our ranch he would have to take 
a horse good for 72 miles a day, otherwise he 
would not get back to supper, as 72 miles is 
the distance around our ranch, four sides of 
18 miles each, or, as most people have a bet- 
ter ideafof distances by length than by 
breadth, suppose you imagine a straight strip 
of land, one mile wide, to contain the same 
number of square miles our ranch contains 
it would have to extend from New York City 
to Richmond, Va.” 

“‘What are your views in regard to the fu- 
ture of the cattle industry ?”’ 

‘That there will be no falling off in the 
demand for beef is obvious to every one 
who gives any attention to the subject. 
he population of our country is increasing 
with wonderful rapidity. Starting out with 

people in 1776, when our Deciara-

tion of Independence was adopted, our popu- 


iation from that time to the present has 
doubled every twenty-five years, and if it 
keeps on at the same ratio, we shall have a 
population within 100 years of over 800,000,- 
v0O people, and these people must be fed. 
Notwiinastanding the great increase in our 
agricultural population, what isgremarkabic 
is that the increase the” popuiation 
of our cities, towns and villages is 
much greater in proportion, so _ that 
a still greater number of mouths haye to 
be ted. Butit is not to the teeming popu- 
lation of this country aione that the de 

mand for beef is tocome, Even if the demand 
was restricted tothis'sideof the Atlantic, 
the outiook for the cattle-raiser would be 
favorabie; but the European markets are 
within our reach, and the demand for our 
meats is constantly increasiug from across 
jhe water. The total consumption of meats 
in Great Britain per annum is 1,744,000 lons, 
and over one-third of this amount, 600,000 
tons, is obtained from America or othér 
foreign countries. The demand for meats 
from four European nations,aside from their 
own production, is enormous. Great Britain 
wants 654,000 tons; France, 235,000 tons :Ger- 
many, 100,000, and Belgiuin, 75,000. There 
is another interesting feature in the meat- 
|onsuming statistics of Europe, 
and that is in the __ increasing 
amount of fvod consumed per capita. 
lu 1840 it was only 61 pounds per head per 
annum. In 1850 it was 67 pounds, In 1860, 
77 pounds. In 1870, 8 pounds. In 1875, 96 
pounds, and in 1882, ayy pounds per head. 
There as likewise been during the same 
period a marked increase in the consumption 
of meatin France, Germany and Belgium. 
The largest consumer of meatin Europe p@ 
capita is Great Britain, 109 pounds ; followed 
by Denmark‘ 76 pounds ; Belgium, 74 pounds ; 
France, 70 pounds; Sweden and Norway, 70 
pounds; Germany, 66 pounds; Austria, 53 
pounds, and the other nations — below 
this amount till only 18 pounds per head is 
reached by Italy.” 

‘What wil: ve the effect on the prices of 
beef of the establishment of such beef 
renege as are filliugup the grazing coun- 
try ?” 

‘The demand for meat, constant and im- 
perative at bome and abroad, makes the cat- 
tle business safe and profitable. Umlike most 
uther kinds of business, it cannot be easily 
overdone. Whilst in all kinds of mannfac- 
turing enterprises, or even in farming, fruit- 
growing, vic., it is easy to increase the busi- 
aess a hundredfoid or a thousarndfoid, so as 
to glut and overstock the market and break 
down the prices, eer in the cattle business a 
cow can have but one caifa year. By no 
artificial process can calves be hatched out 
like chickens from eggs in an incubator. The 
siow, Steady increase of Only one a year, apd 
not even that taking the losses intu consid- 
eration, is all that can be expected. The 
market cannot be overstocked, as is thé case 
with steel rails at present, or as may be the 
case With any manufactured articie. The 
uumber of men engaged in stock raising is 
not an important factor at all. It is the num- 
ver of cows, and these are a fixed quantity.” 

“You speak of the losses of cattle or 
calves. What proportion of loss is the 
average ?”’ 

“Tne joss varies matefially with the loca- 
tion, the condition of the eas regards 
ieed, water and shelter. In the northwes 
where tue temperature the past winter wen 
as low as 46° Deiow zero, an. snow falls ta 
depth of ten feet, losses are sometimes as 
bigh as ps or fifty cent, and the only 
wouder is thatin such conditions any are 
saved.

At the expiration of forty-eight hours he 
came out with a calm, smileless face that 
betokened he bad recast the horoscope of his 
life. He at once drove to the Palazza 
Borghesi, at that time the residence of Car- 
dina Antonelli. The Papal Priine Minister, 
after reading his letters of intro:tuction, re- 
ceived him cordially and asked his wishes. 
Young Chester, without giving the reason of 
his heart, stated that his desire was to em- 
brace holy orders. The Cardinal suggested 
that he spend his novitiate inthe English 
Colleges, then and now among the leading 
preparatories for the priesthood in Rome, 
To this Chester objected, stating thatin be- 
coming a priest he wished to forget all about 
his country and devote himself entirely to 
God. He asked the privilege of entering the 
American Coliege there, in order that he 
might after his vrdination be sent abroad 
and forever quit Europe.
